TAXPAYERS IN FAVOR OF THE BOND ISSUE 


FIRST GUN OF 


EXPLAINS 


CAMPAIGN FffiED-JOHN L. HOWARD 
THE PROPOSED IMPROVEMENTS 


Intelligently smi without prejudice, 


Councilman John L.. Howard gave a 
thorough explanation last night, at a 
meeting held in Masonic Hall of the 
purposes of the different proje;ts con- 
tained in the proposed Issuance of 
bonds for municipal 
lmpro% ementg. 


By facts and figures he showe-i clear- 
ly that It Is every voter's duty to sup- 
port the proposition at the polls on 
September 27, and 
thus 
ratify the 


months! of labor of the members of the 
City Council, who have sought to pro- 
vide the city with needed parks, play- 
grounds, a boulevard, a new city hall, 
a sewer .system and other Improve- 
ments. 


It was Shown by Councilman How- 


ard that forty-three per cent of the 
$2,500,000 obtained by the salt- of the 
bonds, should they carry, will be de- 
voted to the beautlflcation of the city, 
while the remainder will be used for 
more 
practical and 
utilitarian pur- 


poses. 


By the aid of a map of the city 


drawn by City Engineer Turner with 
the proposed 
Improvements 
promi- 


nently displayed on Its surface, those 
present were enabled to more clearly 
observe, as Councilman Ho-uard read 
his address, the purpose of the pro- 
jects. 


Parks and playgrounds were given 


considerable attention by Councilman 
Howard. He urged that they be voted 
for because they would 
furnish 
a 


means of relief for the working class. 
There the laborer, his wife ana family 
•would have the opportunity of enjoy- 
ing a bit of fresh air, the warm Call- 
forMa sunshine, or might seek com- 
fort beneath the trees or among the 
foliage. The playgrounds he said were 
offered in response to the mute ap- 
peals of the children. 


To disabuse some minds that the Is- 


suance of the bonds would mean a 
great Increase .in taxation, Councilman 
Howard showed by figures that at the 
most the tax would be but {2.27 on 
each $1000 of assessable property. 


In conclulson he stated that the pro- 


jects were not original—that they did 
not come out of the minds of the mem- 
bers of 
the CHy 
Council—but were 


self-evident propositions placed by na- 
ture to be turned and perfected by the 
hand of man. 


Frequently Councilman Howard 'was 


interrupted by applause and at the 
conclusion of the meeting he -was ten- 
dered a vote of tnanks as wis City 
Engineer Turner 
for preparing the 


map. 


Other speakers were Edwin Stearns 


of the Board of Trade. P. M. Fisher, 
principal of 
the Polytechnic 
High 


School; Colonel John P. Irish, George 
W. Lankan, John T.1- Bell, M. J. Keller, 
Mr. Burntrager, Captain W. R. Thom- 
as and Dr. E. R. Sill. Each had. a few 
words to say in support of the bond 
proposition. 


Edwin Stearns, as president of the 


Progress Association, called tho meet- 
ing to order and made these remarks: 


EDWIN STEARNS. 


Secretary Edwin 
Stearns of the 


Board of Trade said: 


"I<adies and Gentlemen: 
In the 


capacity of President of the Progress" 
Federation, it becomes my duty to call 
this meeting to order. I will not detain 
you long, as there are so many speak- 
ers to follow that I will not impose 
upon your time. I will simply state 
the objects of the Progress Federation 
briefly. This association Is foimed of 
representatives of 
all Improvement 


clubs -within the city limits: the Oak- 
land Board of Trade, the Merchants' 
Exchange, Central Labor Union, Let- 
ter Carriers' Association, Real Estate 
Association and the civic bodies. The 
Federation was formed for the sole 
purpose of working for the upbuilding 
of OaWand and working 
ass^luously 


along any lines that will tend to make 
Oakland more beautiful, more 
widely 


known and a better city. 


"Should there be aoiy Improvement or 


advancement association or other or- 
ganization that has not sent repre- 
sentatives 
to our meetings, I would 


ask that such organization noiify our 
secretary. Dr. E. R. Tait, or myself, 
that they may be enrolled upon our 
membership list. No expense is at- 
tached to membership—all that is re- 
quired is that every member put his 
shoulder to the wheel and at all times 
work for the best interests of this city. 


"Tonight the Federation will discuss 


the proposed bond issue for municipal 
improvements—and right here let me 
predict that the citizens of Oakland are 
so alive to the benefits to be obtained 
irom the issuance of the"* bonds that 
every proposition 
presented to - the 


voters to pass judgment upon by the 
two 
simple words. "See or 
'No' on 


September 27, will be BO decls:vely in 
the 'Yes' column that every single bond' 
wJH carry. I believe tb,at Oakland will 
at the close of the polls, September 27,, 
announce to the entire world that she 
is" no longer in the lethargic state, but 
]» a city of progression, presenting op- 
portunities for the investment of capi- 
tal 
that.no city- in the TJnl«n can 


duplicate. I thank you for your con- 
sideration, and will call .for the nomi- 
nation of a chairman of this meeting." 


P. M. FISHER. 


Following the' remarks ^of Edwin 


Stearns, P.-M. Fisher was chosen to 
act as chairman and upon taking the 
platform he mid: 


"I am glad to appear at a meeting 


held 
for 
the boasting of municipal 


bands. In my judgment the election 
will jTejmit, favprably.i I ha\e yet to 
find a man who wtll^eapress himself as 
being'opposed .to ;othe improvements 
and I have isearched far. 
Eaoh says 


ht will vote for the improvements—not 


one, but all. So I feel satisfied that the 


I action of the Cl*y Council will be ratl- 


j 
fied. 
"I am willing, yet, evon anxious, to 


walk and talk with all my enemies, If I 
have any, provided they will allow 
themselves to be open to conviction 
should they be opposed to this great 
proposition of- the issuance of bonds. 
Let us all de.'.are ourselves willing to 
make this city what God intended it to 
be. And let me say that the poor man 
will get more out of this bond issuance 
than the rich man: he will have the 
advantage of the parks and will have 
playgrounds for his children, not to 
mention the other improvements. Let 
us all vote for the bonds and wipe out 
the dead lines in the city." 


Then followed Councilman John L. 


Howard, who read the following: 


JOHN L. HOWARD. 


"It could hardly be expected that the 


Bonding Scheme recently prepared by 
the City Council would perfectly fit 
the ideas of all classes of- our citizens; 
indeed, it is fairly susceptible of im- 
provement in some respects, but tak- 
ing all the circumstances and limita- 
tions that surrounded its authors, it is 
probably as good a project as could 
have been devised, and with this feel- 
ing on the part of the government, it 
is submitted to your favorable con- 
sideration. 
• 


"Lest the ordinary voter may think 


lightly of the task, that was imposed 
upon the Council, let us refer to a few 
of the many questions that were In- 
jected into the discussion of the Bond 
projects. 


"It must be remembered that on the 


subject of s. municipal water supply 
the condition of public sentiment was 
such, that in its recommendation to the 
Council, the committee felt the need of 
putting a limit upon its proposals. 


LIMIT FIXED. 


"That limit was flxed at 
$2,500,- 


000. OC, which would leave a possible 
$3.000,000.00 of bonds available in fu- 
tuia to provide for such water supply 
and system as might commend Itself 
to the favorable judgment of the City 
Government and the people. 


"For a time this municipal 
water 


question blocked the officicJ considera- 
tion of all other improvement schemes. 


"Under 
the then reasonable 
hope 


that a solution of the water difficulty 
uas in sight, the Council felt justified 
ir. .puting the question aside for the 
time being, and although its expecta- 
tion in this regard has not yet been 
realized, it is not without the belief 
that the vexing, problem, may be sat- 
isfactorily solved. 


"With this self-imposed limit, it was 


found necessary to discriminate among 
the many projects submitted, and to 
select those that made the strongest 
appeal to judgment and that would be 
most acceptable to voters. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


"It felt obliged to heed suggestions 


In the line of distributing benefits in 
order to avoid the indifference, the 
half-hearted support, or the open op- 
position of those who might be led to 
feel that their districts had been ig- 
nored. 


"It confined its recommendations al- 


most exclusively to trat class of im- 
provements which would have, exist- 
ence and value at the maturity of the 
bonded indebtedness, by 
means 
of 


which they were created, because it 
was 
felt that perishable 
properties 


should be paid for out of current reve- 
nues, and by the property owners who 
enjoy them while they exist. 


"Without enumerating mora of these 


considerations, let 
us 
pass to 
an 


analysis and discussion of the pro- 
jects submitted:

critical period, pushed her forward in 
spite of her enemy.

Had it 
been, your water front would now have 
had a large commercial use, and not 
chiefly as an outlet for your sewer 
system.

what makes (he defence of Goveinor Peabody more sinister than the 
defense ordinarily set up for mob law is that in Colorado it was the 
ministers of the law, >ts executors and administrators, who struck it 
down and substituted brute force unguided by statute or constitution 
for the legal processes which are supposed to conserve the safet> of 
society and the rights of the jitizen. 


In Colorado it is graveh argued th?,t those in possession of the 


machinery of the law could n it make it effective. 
In most cases, the 


defenders of mobocracy base their apologies on the allegation that 
the administration qf the law is vested in either nerveless or corrupt 
hands. i\To such claim could be made in Colorado, for the Governor 
and the Supreme Coi.rt were of one mind in the matter. Neverthe- 
less,'the-law was cai-t aside as an impotent instrument; the State 
Constitution was emasculated of its potency by a decision which de- 
serves to rank with the humors of Caligula, aad a dull barbarian was 
given license to do as he pleased with the military force at his disposal. 
One of his signal exploits na:- to deport the lawyers a,nd threaten the 
judges with imprisonment if hey undertook to assert their functions 
and authority. Then he gathered up men by the carload and sent 
them out of the state to be dumped in a desert. 


Remember that tnis man was a creature of the law invested with 


the authority of the fiovernoi. Yet his la,wless proceedings are con- 
stantly represented to have been necessary to enforce order and secur- 
ity. 
Xow, if lie was. strong enough to do what he did why was he not 


-strong enough to inforce the law anl vindicate it? The defense de- 
feats itself. Here \\as a man invested with supreme power, yet he 


.claims he could not enforce ihe law. The law itself, he asserts, was 


impotent-to secure lif< and pioperty. Under his sheltering wing, the 
mob compelled the lo'al offic>-rs to resign and men in sympathy vuih 
the mob's aims \\cre appoin ed in their stead.

bad faith. The manmr of making the objection denotes its insincerity. 
The studied misrepresentation shows its ulterior purpose—its dog-in- 
the-manger spirit anc its vindictiveness. The effort' of a handful of 
jobbers and chronic Kickers to defeat a splendid project for the im- 
provement and material advincement of the county will fail as it 
ought to fail. It will fail because its object is merely obstruction and 
is opposed to the wishes and interests of a vast majority of the citizens 
of the county. It will fail because it is prompted by meanness, spite 
and disappointment: because it is lacking in every element of fair- 
ness, good faith and honest conviction; because it is being exerted to 
mask other objects and schemes.

FROZEN DESSERTS MOULDED. 
There ure many days in September 


when frozen desserts are more accept- 
able than hot ones. 
The necefsary 


dtenslle are few — a good freezer and 
plenty of crushed ice, pounded in a 
strong bag. 
The finer the ice is tho 
more quickly the substance will frieze. 
Use one part of salt to three par.s of 
ice. 
Place the dasher In position and 
turn -the crank slowly and steadily for 
about twenty minutes. When the cream 
is frozen, remove the dasher, work the 
ci'am down from the sides, and add 


- fresh crushed fruits if desired. 
If you wish to mould it, transfer It 


at this point to the mould. 
Expensive 
ones are not needed. Any utensil with 
a tight cover may be useful; 
baking 
powder cans and lard palls make very 
convenient and pretty receptacles. The 
use of a small quantity of salt produces 
a cream smooth and velvety, while a 
larger propoitlon freezes the mixture 
quickly, but gives a coarser texture. 
If your cream is to be moulded, i-iace 
the mould In a. dish filled with ice and 
K salt—and pack the cream firmly, with I 
i* a spoon; 
if to be lined and centre- | 


•filled 
with another 
mixture, 
spread 


evenly a lining one Inch thick. an>l fill 
the center to within one inch of the 
top. This remaining space Is filled with 
i the lining cream, rounding I', slightly, 


so that when the cover is pressed c.own 
the cream will run down the sides 
of the mould thus leaving no crevice 
through which outside moisture can 
enter.' . Pass a larded brush over the 
seam-where cover and mould 'meet.
